With the beginning of the basketball season, the Cave-Inn had to declare time out for three months. Joe Alston 
then came through with his plan to build a Student Union Building as a memorial to the men of San Diego High 
School who have been killed in the war. It took no time at all to convince Hillers of the worth of this idea, and plans 
were immediately begun. A committee was appointed to draw up drafts of the proposed building and work on ideas 
for raism¢g funds for its construction. Another bright idea of the fall semester was the organization of a truly demo- 
cratic Student Assembly, to be run on the same plan as the United States Senate. Under Vice President Bud 
Johnson, the organization was instrumental in decreasing Hiller’s long-time dissatisfaction with “partisanship” im 
school politics. A rebirth took place when the old pep squad got a shot in the arm and capably took over the “dirty 
work’ around school.

Biggest cat-talk on the old Gray Castle srounds this season centered on the walkout of some of the more inde- 
pendent boys from the basketball squad. Coach Brose claims it was a minor affair, and news has it that he’s 
bearing a silent orudge against a newer San Diego daily for trying to make a major scandal out of it. 

San Diego came out in a tie for second place in Victory League standings this year while old bugaboo Hoover 
took the crown. Sweetest game to remember was the exhibition tilt with the Cardinals, the home team peppering 
the basket from points afar to rack up a 26-25 win. Hilltop, however, lost the league game, 29-24, when Redbird 
sensation Dick Barnes collected eight of his 19 points in the last few minutes of the last quarter. Captain Dick Jack- 
son was the hero of the Sweetwater game, sinking the winning basket, a 30-footer, in the second overtime. Final score 
was 17-15. Point Loma pulled a sneak 19-14 upset in the last game of the season. 


The squad as a group was nothing to shout about in its offensive eame but maintained the best defensive aver-
